DynaMiite Begins to Tell. 
Dynamite explosions have been constant 
today. The program adopted last night of 
blowing up buildings in an attempt to stay 
the progress of the flames was continued 
until the fire was under control. Then the 
dynamiters turned their attention to razing 
tottering walls which threatened to collapse. 
The result was almost constant cannonad- 
ing, andthe detonating was heard in all parts 
of the city. 

At 12:30 o'clock the northern limits of the 
fire had traveled’ from Fayette street to 
Eastern avenue. At this point half a dozen 
fire companies were fighting from the rear, 
while other companies were flanking on the 
Jones Falls and the Liberty street borders.

Ruins Tumble to Pieces. 

The ruins could be seen swaying back and 
forth, apparently ready every minute to col- 
lapse. Many did fall during the evening, 
carrying upward clouds of brick and mortar 
dust so dense that even the black smoke 
was obscured for the moment. j

Thirty Mile Gale Helps Fire. 

A thirty mile gale was blowing at the time. 
Fanned by this the flames were uncontrolla- 
ble when the firemen arrived. Engines and 
men were forced up to the walls of the burn- 
ing building, but their task was hopeless 
from the first. Within teg minutes the 
Hurst building was a shell. Within fiffeen 
more .the wall fell outward with a crash. 
Beneath the débris were buried No. 15 en- 
gine and’ No. 2 truck, which could not be 
removed to a place of safety in time. Sev- 
eral firemen were hurt. Chief Horton, struck 
by a falling live wire, was rendered uncon- 
scious. His injuries were such he was in- 
capacited for the remainder of the day.

Frightful Progress by Noon. 
This was only a few minutes after noon, and

met when it fled from Philadelphia in 1779. 
On the other side of Baltimorp street the 
first building attacked was the tall, chimney 
like Mullin’s hotel. This formedan “ L ” ex- 
tending around Liberty street, and was an 
empty shell within a half hour, with several 
buildings lying within the L.” Every 


‘vent the flames spreading north, and in this

At the same time efforts were made to pre- 
vent the fire spreading west of Liberty street. 
Save for two or three buildings at the north- 
west and southwest corners of German and 
Liberty streets, including an old frame struc- 
ture occupied by Burk’s saloon, there was no 
fire at all west of Liberty street, which 
marks the extreme western limit of the fire- 
swept territory. -Burk’s building, by the 
Way, was a landmark and probably one of the 
oldest buildings in the city. 


Mullin’s Hotel Is Lost. 

Within five minutes after the flames leaped 
across Baltimore street to Mullin’s hotel a 
half dézen buildings further down Baltimore 
street, on the north side toward Charles 
street, were ablaze. It was astounding the 
way in which one after another of these 
structures lit up, burned briskly and col- 
lapsed. They went down so rapidly the fire- 
men, already in terror from the live wires, 
were ready to fly at a second’s warning. Fre- 
quently they were caught by flying bricks, 
and were more or lessinjured. That more 
were not hurt and that many were not killed 
is considered a miracle. 


Turn Comes at 3 O’Clock. 

Three o'clock marked the turning point of 
the fire. Then the city might have been 
saved, although no human being seems to 
have been at fault because of its subsequent 
spread. Hanover street then marked its 
eastern limit, Lombard street its southern 
imit. The west side of Hanover street, from 


the firemen could have turned their attention 
to fires on.the north side of Baltimore street 
undoubtedly they would have been quenched. 
Hanover street is one of the widest in the 
The chief of the fire department be- 
lieved the fire would exhaust itself there. 
The fire fighters made their last and hardest 
fight on this street.

Smoke and thick choking flames swept down 
as if to engulf the human pigmies below. 
Electric wires spluttered and sizzied, but 
Baltimore's fire department did its duty in 
Hanover street, stubbornly and heroically. 


Battle Sways Back and Forth. 

For half an hour it looked as if they would 
win, but still onward swept the flames. Be- 
tween 5 and 6 o’clock the flames had eaten 
their way down both sides of Baltimore street 
to Charles street. : The Armstrong, Carter 
& Co. building had been blown up to stop the 
progress, but the fire mocked at this. The 
wind still held from the southwest, blowing 
great showers of sparks toward Fayette and 
Charles streets. The flames soon followed 
the sparks, and buildings north of Charles 
street caught fige. J. W. Putts & Co.’s store 
in Fayette street was blown up, but it did not 
affect the progress of the flames, which 
leaped across Fayette street and soon had 
the ten story steel Union Trust building in 


a tinder box. 


Dynamite Used Freely.

The Protestant Episcopal Church of the 
Messiah, at the southwest corner of Fayette 
and Gay streets, was completely destroyed.

The 
wholesale candy manufactory of the Lauer 
& Suter company at Lombard and Frederick 
streets, embracing three houses in Lombard 
and two in Frederick, each of them a four 
story structure, went next. The inflammable 
character of the contents of these buiidings 
will give an idéa‘of the fierceness of the 
blaze. Spirits fed the flames, and the heat 
was intense. Buildings sprang into living 
flame before fire touched them, and brick, and 
etone, and mortar crumbled like chalk. -The 
atmosphere quivered, and in it, surrounded 
by fire, the firemen of this and othed cities 
fought doggedly... 


Fight from ‘Many Points. - 

At every street the stream is spanned by 
@ small bridge, and on each bridge two and 
some times three engines were standing 
taking water from the creek. Stationed at 
various points in the lumber yards were 
other steamers, also taking water from the 
stream, 3 this manner the traveling fire 
fighters stood side by side 2s strove to 
check the flames. | 

The clearing away of the ruins will take 
months. Every standing wall must come 
down and the whole accumulation of débris 
be carted away. 


Shells Left Are Useless. 
All night long the floors were falling in af} 
these bujldings and only the steel framework 
and the walls remain. There is no possibility’ 
whatever of using the material now standing. 
for safe reconstruction. At midnight the 
fire was burning itself out on the water front 
Here and there the flames would burst forth, 
light up the whole city, and one rumor after - 
another that the fire was again beyond con.’ 
trol passed about among the darkened 
streets. Investigation, however, proved these 
blazes only the final struggles of the fire and 
that they did not mean a renewal of the 
destruction. 


Ancient Structure Stands. 
One of the remarkable freaks of the firs 


warehouse, at Lombard and Gay streets. It 
is only three stories high and was built ip 
1835, according to old time methods of con- 
struction. It stands tonight almost unit 
jured, while skyscrapers. supposed to be fire 
proof which surrounded it are masses, of 
Puins.

Little time. was required when we got 
together out there to reach a basis for peace,” 
said Mr. Hart. “.The ground had been care- 
fully gone over in advance and we found the 
California jeaguers wholly reasonable in their 
requests. To all intents and purposes that 
league is now operating under the national 
agreement and absolutely organized baseball 
exists under the terms of the truce which 
was effected. Only the possibility of a dis- 
agreement between the Californians and the 

inor Leagues’ association over players can 
prevent a consummation of the agreement, 
and that is unlikely. There is no chance 
of trouble over the classification of the Cal- 
ifornia league, as the minor leagues will find 
the requests of the coast clubs perfectly le- 
gitimate and reasonable. x

That 
promise was made, as he would revert to 
Montreal anyway under the agreement, but 
it does not look as if he had signed with a 
California team.

METHODIST CAMPAIGN IS ON, 


Sections of the City During . 
Three Days. 


A three days’ campaign in the Interest ofa 
world wide Methadism yesterday afternoon 
was begun simultaneously in three sections 
of the city. Afternoon and evening sessions 
will be held daily under the direction of the 
presiding elders of the Rock river conference. 
The churches of the West Chicago district 
are using the Centenary church, Monroe 
street, near Morgan; those of the North Chi- 
cago district the First church, Evanston, and 
the members of south side churches gather 
at the First church of Englewood. 

In the afternoon at the Englewood meeting 
the Rev. M. C. B. Mason, colored secretary 
of the Freedman’s Aid and Southern Educa- 
tional society, was the principal speaker. 
“The black man,” said he, “ had all con- 
ditions confronting him. It was through the 
white man that he was taught his sins, and 
some of them grew out of his own nature. 
But in the south we have lifted into life 
scores of men, women, and children from 
nothing. Out of the little one roomed cabins 
have been brought forward 11,500 black men 


joined in the work. When the south gave us 
the schools we had the teachers ready to 
take the places. The negro race has been on 
the advance and stands eminently forward 
for the progress made in 
years.” 


BLOW AT PEORIA GAS COMPANY. 


Judge Humphrey Reverses Report of 
‘Master in Chancery and Appea, 
Will Be Taken. 


Peoria, Ill., Feb. 8.—[Special.J—Judge J. 
Otis Humphrey of the Circuit court of the 
Northern District: of Illinois today reversed 
the report of the master in chancery in re- 
gard to the suit of the Peoria Gas and Elec- 
tric company, and ordered that the suit be 
dismissed at the cost of the complainant on 
the ground that an unlawful combination in 
the arrangement had been entered into by 
and between the Peoria Gaslight and Coke 
company and the Peoria Gas and Electric 
company. The suit has been pending for 
upwards for four years and involves thou- 
sands of dollars, The city council pagsed an 
ordinance four years ago regulating the price 
of gas at 75 cents per thousand cubic feet. 
The company immediately applied for an 
injunction, claiming that a municipality had 
not the power to regulate the price of gas. 
The city claimed that the two companies had 
illegally combined, and the decision of Judge 
Humphrey rests solely on this point. The 
case probably will be appealed to the Sy- 
preme court.of the United States, as its loss 
probably would bankrupt the two companies 


who have recently consolidated.

Decision: by Judge Kohlsaat Saves 
$4,000 to the Owners of Lum- 
ber Barges. 


A vessel bound for Chicago technically has 
reached its port when the two mile crib is 
passed. This decision by J udge Kohisaat 
yesterday saved $4,000 to the Hartwell Lum- 
ber company and reversed a finding of the 
United States board of appraisers. 

The testimony showed that the Dingley bill 
went into force six minutes after 4 o’clock on 
the afternoon of July 24, 1897,. Washington 
time. At this minute the propeller Maine, 
having in tow the barges Pendell and Buck- 
out, loaded with lumber from Canada, was. 
lying near the mouth of the Chicago river, 
the exact point being fixed as near the two 
mile cribs, on this side.”’

BEGINS ITS WORK. 


Judge Chytraus Instructs the 


Members and the Theater 
Building Is Inspected. 


/ J. E Field Foreman of Body 


Which Will Hear Mayor’s 
Case and Others. 


The special grand jury called:to investigate 
the Iroquois theater fire began its work late 


;yesterday afternoon. After the members 


‘had made a general outline of the investiga- 
tion, the jury adjourned to the theater ruins, 
when an inspection of the building, seating 
arrangement, pitch of floors, exits, stair- 
ways, and fire escapes was made. 
Today the jurors will hear the story of the 
fire, and of the finding of the dead in the 
building. Over a score of firemen who were 
the first to enter the burning structure, and 
policemen,. who conducted the werk of re- 
‘movisig the bodies, will be called on for the 
first evidence of the inquiry. Subpcenes for 
tnese witnesses were issued yesterday after 


the jury had held its first session. 


What the Firemen Will Tell Of. 

Among the more important of the firemen 
‘who will be heard are: 

CAPT. PATRICK J. JENNINGS, engine company 
14, stationed at 19 Dearborn street, who will tell 
of the crowds who were caught on the fire escape 
at the north side of the structure; of the bodies 
found at the upper gallery exit to the fire escape, 
and of the swinging iron doors which obstructed 
the Gre stair. Capt. Jennings will also tell of the 
absence of any adequate fire apparatus in the 
theater before the fire, of which he warned Wil!- 
jam C. Sallers, the house fireman, and notified 
Battalion Chief John Hannan. . 

BATTALION CHIEF HANNAN, who wilFtell also 
of the hundreds of bodies found near the fre 
éscape exits and along the horth aisle of the bal- 
cony and gallery. He Will also teil of an inspec- 
tion of the theater before the fire and the fact 
that there was practically no apparatus there so 

_ impressed him that he called Fireman Saller’s 
attention to it. 

WILLIAM H. TOWNSEND, second assistant fire 
marshal, will tell of finding dead bodies plied 
‘like cordwood "* at the main entrances of the 
balcony and gallery and of finding gallery exits 
closed. 

FIRST ASSISTANT CHIEF CAMPION will also 
tell of the dead near the main entrances and how 
the firemen had to climb over the bodies in getting 
into the bullding. Campion will also tell of the 
manner in which Fireman Sallers was appointed 
on his recommendation. 

LIZUT. MICHAEL ROCHE wil! tell of finding the

What Jury Will Do Today. 

Aftec establishing these primary facts of 
deat). and is causes, the jury will go into the 
evidence of responsibility. Inability to call 
as witnesses “ any accused or suspected per- 
son” will shut out from the grand jury much 
of the evidence that was most telling before 
the coroner's jury. There is no apparent 
fear on the part of the state’s attorney that 
sufficient evidence cannot be secured through 
other witnesses.

Judge’s Charge to the Jury. 

In charging the jurors, Judge Chytraus, 
after stating the cause and occasion for the 
special inquiry as outlined in the state’s 
attorney's petition filed on Saturday, said: 

* It is for you to investigate and ascertain 
if life was lost through any act of criminal 
omission or commission. Ascertain the ori- 
gin of the fire and inquire if there was any 
criminal act or neglect. 

* Bear in mind that it occurred in a pub- 
lic place designed to contain great numbérs 
of invited persons, as from that fact certain 
duties arise, not Only upon those in control 
at the particular time, but also upon those 
who created the conditions, and public offi- 
clals who have responsibilities in connection 
therewith. 

** Be careful, however, in the investigation 
into such conditions and responsibilities. In- 
dict no one unless you see and are convinced 
as to his criminal responsibility. Approach 
your investigation in a judicial frame of 
mind and with the utmost fairness and im- 
partiality. Unless evidence before you un- 
explained and uncontradicted would warrant 
a conviction by a petit jury you should not 
present a true bill. 

“ You hear only the evidence on one side 
and a true bill and an indictment amounts 
to an accusation which is afterwards to be 
tried and determined in one of the branches 
of the Criminal court. The accusation is 
upon your oaths that sufficient cause exists 
nd call on the party to answer the accusa- 

n. | 


Warns Jury to Be Impartial. 

“It is possible that no one is criminally to 
blame, and it is possible that one or more may 
be. ‘My mind is entirely open on the question, 
and until you have heard the evidence yours 
oughttobe. Itis not for me, or for any public 
oficial, to say now, nor at this time for any of 
you to harbor the belief that In connection 
with that occurrence there is any guilt or any 
criminal responsibility on the part of any one. 

“No accused or suspected person has any 
right to appear before you, nor can you com- 
pel Any such person totestify. Neither have 
you any right to hear witnesses’ on behalf of 
one accused. Let no animosity and no par- 
isan spirit influence you, nor should any 
such feeling be permitted to exist in your 
minds. Present no one from envy, hatred, 
or ill will, and leave no man unpresented from 
fear, fayor. or affection. 

“ In returning of no bills or of true bills you 
are responsible to no one for your acts but to 
your God and to your conscience. You wil] 
probably have no time for the consideratien 
of any other matter than the Iroquois fire. In 
general, however, bear in mind that offenders 
are prosecuted and punished, not only to pro- 
tect the community against the particular 
offender, but as an example or warning as 
oon to deter others from offending in the 

ure.”

MARX TRIES TO BARGAIN.

The murder of Frank Stewart and James 


City railway barns at Sixty-first and State 
streets on the morning of Aug. 30 last was de- 
scribed to the jury which is trying Marx, 
Van Dine, and Neidermeier by an eye- 
witness yesterday afternoon. The narrator 
was Henry Biehl, checking clerk in the barn 
office, who escaped death by secreting him- 
self in a clothes closet after his companions 
had been shot down. 

Bieh!’s story supported the statement made 
to the jury by Assistant State’s Attorney 
Harry Olson, that the plan of the bandits 
was “ to murder first and then rob dead men.” 
He also disclosed an incident, made public 
for the first time, that is believed practically 
to prove Harvey Van Dine as the leader in 
that affair, irrespective of Marx’s confession, 

“At the Harrison street police station the 
night the defendants were arrested,” said the 
witness, ‘Van Dine shook hands with me 
and said: ‘ You were good at playing ‘pos- 
sum, but you didn’t have any nerve.’ ”’ 

“Had you ever seen Van Dine before?’ 
asked Mr. Olson. 

‘“ He is about the build of the first of the 
robbers to break into the office that night,”’ 
said the witness. ae 


Shot Without Warning. 

The witness said that Stewart, William 
Edmond, the cashier, and he were alone in 
the office, and Motorman Johnson was in 
the room outside at the time of the attack. 


“What was the first thing you veges 


asked Mr. Olson. 

“The glass in a window opening from the 
passageway suddenly broke in,’’ said Biehl. 
“Instantly almost, and without a word hav- 
ing been spoken, a number of shots were 
fired through the window at us. Stewart 
fell and then Edmond dropped to the floor. 
I turned toward the clothes press and got 
inside. 

“Then there was shooting in the room 
where Johnson was, and at the same time 
almost there came pounding on the door 
leading into the office. When the door gave 
way a broad shouldered man, dressed in 
black and with a mask, camein. He ran to 
where Edmond was lying. 

“The first words spoken were when this 
man told Edmond to drop something, and 
Edmond said he was shot. Then the stranger 
told him to roll over on his face. A few 
seconds later I heard feet running out.” 

“ What did you find when you came out of 
the clothes closet?’ 

“ Stewart was dead on the floor, and Ed- 
mond was trying to get up on his hands and 
knees. I went into the outer room and found 
Johnson dead on the floor.’’ 

Robert Stewart, father of the victim, was 
an earlier witness. He told of the death of 
his son, and identified clothing introduced 
in court as clothing which his son wore on. 
the night of the tragedy, Dr. Otto W. Lewke, 
coroner's physician, described the wound 


and identified the bullet taken from Stew- | 


art’s body.

BY ADA 
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Paddings Without Eggs— 
Are convenient puddings in the high priced 
February days, 
AMHERST PUDDING—Three cups sifted 


one.cup suct chopped fine, one-half pound 
raisins, one-half nutmeg, one-half teaspoon 
ground cinnamon, one teaspoon soda, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt” Into the flour put the 
suet, raisins stoned And chopped, salt, and 
spices. Add the molasses, then the milk, to 
which the soda, previously dissolved in a 
little of the milk, has been added, Steam 
three hours in a tin pudding boiler, — 

BROWN BETTY—Pound fine stale bread 
and slice fine sufficient quantity of tart ap- 
ples to fill a baking dish of the size desired. 
Put at the bottom a thin layer of bread 
crumbs, dot over this layer plentiful bits 
of butter, then a thick layer of apple slices 
sprinkled with cinnamon and sugar, then a 
layer of bread crumbs, with the butter, an- 
other layer of apples with sugar and cinna- 
nron, alternating this until the dish is filled 
to within an inch of the top, the last layer 
being composed of the crumbs and butter. 
If the apples are not juicy, pour a little water 
over the whole to moisten well. Bake one 
hour.in a slow oven. a 

HEIRLOOM INDIAN PUDDING—Two 
tablespoons corn meal, one cup milk; boil 
the milk, pour on the meal, add one-half 
cup molasses, pinch salt, one quart milk, 
cold, a heaping tablespoon buttér dotted 
over the top in bits. Bake three hours in a 
moderate oven. 

BAKED INDIAN PUDDING—One quart 
milk, scald one pint of it and add one cup 
corn meal, 
and one-half teaspoon cinnamon. Add the 
rest of the milk and bake two hours. 

SAUCE FOR AMHERST PUDDING OR 
BROWN BETTY—Yolks two eggs and one 
cup sugar beaten light; add one-half gill 
boiling milk. Let simmer, but not boil. 
When it has thickened a little remove from 
the fire and when cool flavor with any pre- 
ferred essence. Beat the’whites of the eggs 
to a stiff froth and add them to the sauce 
just before it is sent to the table.

Graham 
flour, when not. irritating to the stomach, 
promotes the secretions and healthy action 
of the digestive canal. 

There are two alternatives for napkins 
for school luncheons; to cut up old table- 
eloths and hem them,into squares, or to pro- 
vide Japanese rice paper napkins, which are 
pretty and ‘inexpensive. Metal lunch boxes 
divided into compartments are excellent for 
sandwiches, cake, etc., but not for fruit, 
which ought never be carried in an air tight 
receptacle. Wrap the sandwiches in wax 
paper. 

Remove the gristle and. superfivous fat. 
from a rather thick slice of roast beef, mut- 
ton, thicken, or ham; mince, add a little salt 
and mustard if liked, cut two thin slices of 
Graham bread, butter lightly, spread each 
slice with the minced meat, and trim the 
edges. The roe of herring madeinto a smooth. 
paste, with butter and a suspicion of 
cayenne pepper, is a far more digestive sand- 
wich than the customary caviar. For a de- 
liclous egg sandwich chop fine the yolk and 
half the white of a hard boiled egg, with an 
equal quantity of celery and chicken. Into 
this mixture stir mayonnaise dressing, made 
with a dash of cayenne pepper, and serve 
between lettuce leaves and slices of white 
bread. 

Thin slices of bread may be lightly but- 
tered and sprinkled with granulated sugar. 
Peel, core, and chop fine a tart apple and 
spread thickly on the bread. 

Steamed dates or prunes may be used In- 
stead of the apple, in which case sugar is 
not needed. .

BISHOP SPALDING ARRIVES. 


TO LECTURE ON LABOR. 


Will Speak in Auditorium Tonight— 
Unions Here to Stay, Chief Menace 
to Their Future Being Socialism. 


Bishop John Lancaster Spalding of Peoria 
arrived in Chicago last night, and is at the 
Auditorium Annex. He will lecture in the 
Auditorium this evening under the auspices 


of the Municipal Lecture league, speaking on | 


labor and social problems. 

“ Organized labor is here to stay,” said 
Bishop Spalding. “‘It_can never be driven 
out, but there are problems in connection 
with it that will have to be solved. There are 
regulations that will have to be respected by 
the men before labor organizations can hope 
to have and maintain the respett of the whole 
people. 

‘‘The great menace to the future of labor 
organizations is socialism. The _ socialist 
leaders are men who are able to make a pre- 
sentable- speech. Because they are able to 
speak in public they are regarded as clever, 
and this is the secret of their power among 
the laboring classes. Socialism_will never 
be anything but atheory. It musfbe stamped 


out before labor can move onward and up- } 


ward to the plane it should occupy in the 
minds and hearts of the people at large.” 
Referring to municipal government, Bishop 
Spalding said most of the principal American 
cities are too large to be governed properly. 
He thinks the population should be restricted 
to 100,000 far one municipal government. 
‘From what I can learn of the conditions 
in Manchuria,” said the bishop, “* war is in- 
evitable. It may yet involve all the powers, 
the United States as well. Russia has shown 
diplomacy by forcing Japan to strike the 
first blow.”’

Try to Put Blame on Wives for Not Send- 
ing Children to Class, but Justice 
Caverly Ignores Excuses. 


“Tt has always been the policy of man 
to lay all the blame on woman.

GRAIN HOLDERS 
SELL ON WAR. 


FEBRUARY 9, 1904, 
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Sharp Break in Wheat Checked 
“by Armour’s Buying—Corn 
and Oats Lose Two Cents. 


BIG FIRE IS A FACTOR. 


Longs Fear Its Effect on Business 
and Finance—Provisions 
Keep Firm. . 


The practical certainty of war between 
Russia and Japan started the wheat market 
strong, with initial gains of 1c in price, but 
the desire to take.profits on the part of those 
who had been buying in anticipation of war 

‘was much greater than any investment de- 
mand, which the Russo-Japanese crisis 
brought into the market. The selling pres- 
sure was undoubtedly Increased by anxiety 
over possible financial stringency as the re- 
sult of the tremendous fire lesses at Balti- 
more. There was a quick, sharp slump in 
-yalues, which carried them’ down 1%o for. 
May and 2%o for July from the top prices 
ef the opening to 98%c and SSi%c reespec- 
tively. 

But the market was steadied by large pur- 
chases of May ‘by Armour, by a liberal de- 
crease in the visible supply, by a more active 
foreign. demand for wheat for export, and 

“by. the possibility that Russia might stop 
shipping wheat. . Under. these influences the 
market worked back to about the closing 
figures of Saturday, and might easily have 
@one betten but for marked weakness in corn 
an@-oats. Under some local covering forced 
“bythe Armour buying, which was all around 
the level of 94c, May wheat had a sharp ad- 
vance at one time to 9c, the high opening 
figure, but sold off about as quickly and 
closed unchanged at 94c. Theré was a loss 
of %c in July and a gain of about as much 
in September. 

The market was under the influence at the 
start of the report that the Japanese minis- 
ten at St. Petersburg had asked for his pass- 
ports, of the break of 9-16c in English con- 
sols, and of the general firmness in foreign 
grain markets following the weakness here 
Saturday. The rumor came from some one 
Somewhere, tio one seemed to know how, 
that the cZar had issued a ukase prohibiting 
exports of grain from Russia. There seemed 
to bé no confirmation for the report, which 
might have grown from the Liverpool dis- 
pateh reporting Odessa.grain dealers had 
temporarily stopped offering wheat. 


Light Stocks and Movement. 

The figures of movement and of stocks in 
this country still suggest unusual scarcity 
of supplies. There were 482 cars northwest, 
compared. with 685 a year ago. Kansas City, 
however, had 140,000 bu and 824 cars esti-’ 
mated for today. Winnipeg had only 5 cars, 
compared with 96 cars last year. Primary 
receipts were 750,000 bu, compared with 852,- 
OOO bu last year. ‘The visible supply de- 
creased 560,000 bu, compared with a decrease 
of 15,000 bu the corresponding week in 1903, 
and total stocks are now 39,200,000 bu, com- 
pared with 48,420,000 bu then. Local stocks 
in store decreased 36,000 bu, to 2,903,000 bu. 

Clearances were fair, 424,000 bu. The war 
scare. seemed. to have improved the export 
demand, sales as high as 856,000 bu being 
reported. There was still no rain or snow of 
consequence, in the southwest, but snow 
flurries predicted.” Liverpool futures were 
ad higher, London was up %-4d, Paris 1c 
to 2c, and Berlin 1\%c. Antwerp. was un- 
changed. World’s shipments were heavy, 
but about as expected, 11,552,000 bu, com; 
pared with 9,738,000 bu last year. There was 
inciéase au. passage of 8,472,000 bu 
for the week, to the total of 30,664,000 bu. 

On the ning spurt there was a tame de- 
mand and commission -heouses generally 
seemed to have selling orders, under which 
the market dropped rapidly to 94c. There 
Was Armour. buying there of May, in spite 
of which the break continued to 93%4c, and 
around those figures the Armour purchases 
must have amounted to about 1,000,000 bu, 
which support finally checked the decline. 
There was May selling by Bartlett-Frazier, 
Logan, and local holders, selling of July by 
the Trego party, and Spencer, Bennett,, Mil- 
mine, and other St. Louis houses. There 
seemed to be Armour buying of July as well 
as of May. 

Heavy Selling of Corn. 

Big and little holders of corn seeméd anx- 
lous to get their profits or save them on any 
excitement caused by the certainty of war, 
and the pressure to sell was so great that 

the opening brilge of %c to %c was wiped out 
_ in an instant. The selling continued until 

May had. broken Se, from 5i5c to 5S2c, and the 

July 2'6c, from 52%¢c to 50%c. On the extreme 
®ecline there was some support from thé 
_ bull houses, which had led the gelling, and a 

moderate recovery, the May closing at 52%c, 

a net loss of 1%c from Saturday’sclose. Un- 

easiness concerning the possible effect of the 

Baltimore fire on financial matters undoubt- 

edly had some influence in prompting liquida- 

tion. The selling was particularly heavy by 
the houses which had represented the Wall 
street long interest—Bartlett-Frazier, Har- 
ris-Gates, and Ware-Leland—while Cudahy 
brokers were.also liberal seliers. Aside from 
some Armour buying the demand was scat- 
tered and largely from shorts, Bartlett-Fra- 
gier turning buyers in the last hour. The 
cash market was even weaker than the fu- 
tures, prices. off 2c to 8c, the greatest weak- 
hess in the poor. grades, which were in liberal 

supply and light. demand, There were 421 

cars on the inspection sheet, the grading poor 

on account of the warm weather late last 

week, and 420 cars estimated. There was a 

tame shipping demand, sales of 75,000 bu re- 

rted, but. foreigners. wére good buyers at 
seabdard, taking 400,000 bu for export. 

Clearances were 230,000 bu. Primary points 

had 745,000 bu, compared with 870,000 bu a 

year ago. The visible supply increased 871,- 

000 bu for the week, compared with an in- 

crease of 1,220,000 bu last year; stocks now 

8,061,000 bu, compared with 9,510,000 bu then.

INTERESTING TRADE 


GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. | 


* The action of the grain markets in the face 
of the practical realization of the hopes of 
those speculators who have been buying on 
the anticipation of war between Russia and 
Japan seem to furnish another evidence of the 
habit the markets and speculators have, fre- 
quently if not usually, of discounting im- 
portant factors in advance. The desire to sell 
on the part of holders was far greater than 
any new desire¢+o buy on the war scare, and 
the slight opening bulges were promptly lost. 

In corn and oats there was every evidence of 
heavy selling by the important holders. Pat- 

ten seemed to be selling May oats as hard and 
fast as he could. In corn the houses which 

have been representing the big Wall street 
-and southern interests were heavy sellers, 

although on the extreme break ther was ap- 

parently some disposition to support the mar- 


ten support at any time, and the marke 

closed %c from the bottom at a loss of 2%-%ce. 
The May corn loss was l%c. In wheat the 
offerings of May through commission houses 


were liberal at the opening and the 
demand’ poor, the market slipping off 
quickly to but between 


that figure and 4c, both down and up, 
Armour was a steady buyer, taking possibly 
1,000,000 bu. There was no effort on the 
part of the bull interest to follow the market 
up, but an evident willingness to take all that 
any one might wish to sell, a support which 
was effective in closing the market practi- 
cally unchanged in the face of the great 
weakness in corn and oats. 


The Baltimore fire and the great losses 
entailed on business generally and on the in- 
surance companies, and its possible influence 
on the grain markets and on the financial sit- 
uation, directly or indirectly, was a more gen- 
eral subject of interested discussion on the 
floor than even the practical outbreak of 
war between Russia and Japan. It was gen- 
erally assumed that there might at least be 
temporary financial stringency owing tothe 
necessity insurance companies would be un- 
der of withdrawing loans from banks. Tight 
money is always a bear factor. There was 
less certainty as to the possible trouble in se- 
curing insurance on grainin store or in transit 
if insurance companies should be so hard hit 
by the fire that they would have to cancel 
risks. Where there was no absolute certain- 
ty, there was naturally a disposition to expect 
the worst, and the heavy liquidation, in corn 
and oats particularly, was said to have been 
stimulated by such considerations. Stocks of 
grain here are light, and for that reason the 
possible inconvenience to carriers will be 
.minimized. They®are also light in the east. 
Insurance men seemed to expect some fail- 
ures, but most of the eastern risks are car- 
yied in strong companies, and a good pro- 
portion in foreign companies. In a general 
way the companies are. much stronger than 
at the time of the Chicago fire, when so many 
went to the wall. Grain men generally did 
not anticipate any scarcity of grain insur-. 
ance. 2 

“In spite of all the talk about the poor 
quality of the corn of this year’s crop,” said 
George G. Omerly of Hancock & Co., the 
Philadelphia exporters, ‘‘ we have been buy- 
ing corn in the west, bringing it to Phila- 
delphia, and shipping it thence to Europe 
constantly, and it has been standing the 
double trip of about six weeks all right and 
arriving in good shape on the other side. We 
have not hada complaint. For two weeks the 
export demand has been dull, but this morn- 
ing we had all our offers accepted, selling 
about 20 loads. The outbreak of war has 
evidently changed the sentiment over there, 
and I look for a good export business from 
now on. We are great bulls on the cash corn, 
which is certainly selling at too great dis- 
counts under the May and July.”’ 

. The bottom dropped out of the cash corn 
market, the off grades being almost unsala- 
ble, and at the close going fully 6¢ to 8c 


ket. In oats there was no evidence of Pat- ‘4, aadition, Lohrke reporting a total of 27 


Saturday. The entire range was from 2c to 
8c lower forthe day. If the glucose company 
had not appeared in the market as a buyer, 
for the first time in nearly a year, securing 
supplies for the big plant, which has just 
reopened, holders of cash corn might have 
had a harder time. The wet weather at the 
end of the week increased the proportion 
of off grades, a good many cars were Car- 
ried over Saturday because the holders hoped 
for better prices yesterday, and with the: 
large arrivals they helped make an extremely 
weak market. 


As the result, presumably, of the war out- 
look there was decided improvement in the 
export demand for both wheat and corn. 
There were sales of 14 loads by Richardson, 
5 of Manitobas and 9 of hard winters at the 
gulf. Duluth reported sales of Manitobas, 
and there were sales at the Atlantic seaboard 


loads and some other advices claiming 44 
loads, or 356,000 bu. Corn sales reached 408,~- 
000 bu. 

“The east is running along on light flour 
stocks,” said George BE. Marcey. ‘“‘ Dealers 
and jobbers have been buying from hand to 
mouth, and stocks of wheat are also light 
all through the east. The crops in Pennsyl- 

vania, New York, and Maryland were large~- 
ly overestimated by the government. The 
Baltimore fire losses can hardly affect grain 

insurance, because stocks are so extremely 
light everywhere.” 

‘“ We are offered No. 2 corn f. o. b. steamer 
New Orleans, first half of March loading, at 
said C. H. Gibson, the o. 1, broker. 

Jt is the southern corn, which is of better 

quality this year then the western. No. 2 
hard winter wheat is offered at 80%o0 for 
prompt loading and 80c bid. These prices 
show the real supply and demand situation 
better than the prices in tNe pits here.” 

The average weight of hoge at the yards 
last week, at 200 lbs, was the lightest since 
the first week of January, 1902, when the 
average was 196 lbs. The two succeeding 
weeks of that year the average weight held 
at 200 Ibs. Last week the average was 204 
Ibs, for the corresponding week last year 208 
lbs, and for the same period in 1902 200 Ibs. 

The northwestern wheat markets went to 
greater discounts under the Chicago.. In 
spite of the small, receipts at Minneapolis 
that market lost. \%c for both cash and May, 
the latter going to over 1%4c discount. There

Broomhall cabled: “‘ The Liverpool strength 
was on the virtual commencement of the war, 
the drop in consols, and on covering by shorts. 
There was considerable covering by large 
shorts, who were taking in hedges against 
Argentine cargoes.”’ 

The sample wheat market was weak on a 
general holding off of buyers, some grades 
selling 8c lower than the last sales. The No. 
2 red, however, was comparatively firm, 
bringing 96c for southern and 98c for Wis- 
consin samples. 

Late Paris cables stated the stock exchange 
there was excited over fears of war in the 
Balkans. The effect of war there on Etiro- 
pean grain markets might overshadow that 
of the Russo-Japanese struggle. 

There was an idea in the oats pit that the 
Armour buying might be to cover short sales. 
Some commission houses have oats bought 
of Armour at as low as 36c, which do nog 
settle. 

The winter wheat acreage of France is offi- 
cially estimated at 258,000 acres less than a 
year ago, Condition is 71.5 per cent, compared 
with 70.5 at corresponding time last year.

MAKE FOR LOWER PRICES. 


PRESENT CONDITIONS PRESAGE A 
‘TROUBLED MARKET. 


Too Early to Discount War, Which 
Offers Many Adverse Spéculative 
Phases—Baltimore Fire Likely to 
Bring Stocks on the Market When- 
ever Prices Firm Up—January 
Earnings of All the Railroads Show 
Gain of 0.7 Per Cent, 


The movement of the stock market yester- 
day may be accepted as a fair indication of 
what is expected in the immediate future. 
Until some decisive action occurs in the 
Russo-Japanese war there will be no basis 
upon which to discount possiblg@peaceé in the 
orient. If it should develop at once that 
either party to the war is distinctly weaker 
than the other it would be reasonable to ex- 
pect a speedy termination of the trouble, 
and the stock market would then begin to 
discount peace. But at this time there is 
nothing on which to base a conclusion as to 
the outcome, : 

Indeed, it would appear from a market 
standpoint that the longer the trouble con- 
tinues the greater will be the room afforded 
to suggest eventualities of the widest im- 
portance. For instance, it will not matter 
whether England or France becomes actually 
involved in the trouble, the fact that a situ- 
ation might arise that would involve them 
is all that is necessary to start a speculative 
scare. 
in an avor to figure the course of the 
market, 

It will be recalléd that the day after the 
battle in Manila bay American stocks be- 
gan to advance, That engagement was taken 
to be conclusive of the beginning of the end. 
There was a steady rise in prices until just 
previous to the battle of Santiago. Then 
the market halted while awaiting the out- 
come. But the real advance began the 
Monday morning after the Spanish fleet was 
sunk. It is reasonable to assume that some- 
thing like the course of the market at that 
time will follow in the present situation, 
though the conflict about to begin in the far 
east affords possibilities of more serious con- 
sequences than the Spanish-American war 
ever raised. | 

The Baltimore fire will certainly bring se- 
curities of insurance companies on the mar- 
ket whenever prices are hard enough to take 
them. Presumably, the securities will not 
be permitted to demoralize prices, but when 
it is known that stocks and bonds are for sale 
it isn't customary for prospective buyers to 
try to get them ata high price. The Chicago 
fire created a panic in Wall street at that 
time. The market yesterday sold off, but 
there was no element of panicky prices. 


Railway Earnings. 

Gross earnings of all the railroads of the 
United States reporting for January, accord- 
ing to Dun, were $23,102,528, an increase of 
.7 per cent, compared with the corresponding 
month last year. Many western roads report 
a loss due in some measure to the interruption 
of traffic by severe weather. Southern roads 
generally continued to report larger earnings 
than in any previous year.

ANTEPASS BILL IN 


MEASURE FORBIDS ALL PUBLIC 
OFFICIALS USING THEM. 


Imposes Penalty for Accepting Any 
‘Special Privileges Not Accorded 
General Public—Bill Also Intro- 
daced Fixing the Liability of Ini- 
tial Road When Goods Delivered 
to Other Carrier Are Injured—Nu- 
merous New Acts Presented. 


Des Moines, Ia., Feb. 8.—[Special.]—Ralil- 
roads received_the attention of the legisla- 
ture today in the way of bills for their regula- 
tion. Senator Hughes of Iowa county in- 
troduced an anti-pass bill. This bill is spe- 
cially aimed at public officers who ride on 
railroad passes. It prohibits any common 
carrier in the state giving, directly or indi- 
rectly, any pass or device for free trans- 
portation or exclusive reduced rate of fare 
to any state officer, member of the general 
assembly, judge of the Supreme, District, or 
Superior courts, county officer or delegate 
to any political convention. The persons 
specified also are prohibited from soliciting 
or using any pass or device to secure trans- 
portation at a less rate than is made to the 
general public. Punishment for violation 
is fixed at a fine of from $100 to $1,000.

EFFECT ON THE MONEY MARKET. 


Rates in Chicago Become Slightly Firm- 
er, but No Great Change Is 


Expected. 

At some of the banks yesterday it was said 
that the interest charged on commercial 
paper had advanced owing tothe fire. Paper 
which was offered at 4% per cent last week 
was offered yesterday at 5 per cent, though 
there were sales at 4% 

To what extent the money market will be 
affected seemed problematic to bankers. It 
seemed to be the opinion that it would 
harden rates. Orson Smith, president of the 
Merchants’ Loan and Trust company, weht 
through the Chicago firein 1871. Concerning 
the money market at that time he said: 

‘“‘The first effect was to scare every one 
and rates were for a short time a little 
higher. When it was seen that Chicago 
banks were solid, that scare was over, money 
began to pour in from the insurance com- 
panies, and, owing to the fact that there 
was not a great demand fora time, the banks 
soon had more money than ever before and 
rates were easy. 

** At the time of the Chicago fire I was con- 
nected with the Corn Exchange bank. Most 
of our loans were made on warehouse re- 
ceipts. Most of the elevators were burned. 
We had $3,500,000 in deposits, but our entire 
loss was only about $40,000. 

‘“‘T have been thinking of this Baltimore 
fire a good deal today, and wondering what 
its effect would be on money. But I can't 
just see what will be the result. Conditions 
now are so different from what they were 
in 1871 that a comparison can hardly be 
made. ~ The loss then,/as I remember it, was 
about ($190,000,000. But since that time in- 
surancé companies distribute their risks 
more than they did then, and, while we may 
expect some of them to be ruined, the worst 
I look for in the stock market will be selling 
of their securities to pay losses.’’ 

While no satisfactory estimate could be 
had of the amount of notes of Baltimore mer- 
chants held by local banks, one house deal- 
ing with Baltimore paper said not much of 
it was held in Chicago.

NEW STOCKYARDS STRIKE 
TO BEGIN THIS MORNING. 


Stable Men, Failing to Get More Pay, 


Ask $10 Advance. 


Failing to secure the promise of a wage 
increase, the stockyards stable men last night 
voted to strike this morning. The union has 
400 members employed by the Union Stock- 
yards company and the commission houses 
dealing in horses. The men are now paid $45 
a month and demanded $55. Only one other 
labor organization comes in direct contact 
with the yards company, the live stock 
handlers.

WIRE SERVICE IS MARVELOUS. 


Telegraph Companies Under Great Diffi- 
culties Re-establish Lines Out 
of Baltimore. 


Baltimore, Md., Feb. 8.—The service given 
by the telegraph companies probably has not 
‘been equaled, and certainly never surpassed, 
‘in such an emergency. Within twelve hours 
after the firs started both companies were al- 
most helpless. : 

By daylight there were linemen on the 
ground from Philadelphia, New York, and 
Washington, in charge of the superintendents 
and managers of these districts, and in less 
than six hours the Western Union company 
had established three offices, one at Camden 
station, for the southern circuit; another on 
North Eutaw street, for the western busi- 
ness; and a third at the corner of Saratoga 
and North streets, for the northern circuit.

The city engineering department awoke to 
the fact yesterday that Chicago might have 
a conflagration of its own any day on account 
of the inability of its firemen to get water 
when most needed. It was found that ofthe 
21,000 fire hydrants of the city about 7 per 
cent, or some 1,570 in all, are frozen and 
would be useless in case of fire. 

In the downtown district the hydrants are 
all right, but on the north side there are a 
large number of frozen plugs, and in the out- 
lying districts a great proportion of them are 
useless. The trouble seems to have been in 
taking chances In the interest of economy.

Then came the cold weather again and the

ANOTHER BLAZE THREATENED. 


Dangerous Fire in East Baltimore En- 
dangers That Section fora 
Time. 


Baltimore, Md., Feb. 8.—Good fortune and 
plucky fire fighting by four of the Baltimore 
fire companies saved the city from another 
serious fire this afternoons A burning brand 
fell on the roof of the Maine Ice company’s 
plant at Wells and Philpot streets, across 
Jones Falls, in East Baltimore. The tar 
roofing of the frame structure became ig- 
nited and in a short time the building was 
in ruins, 

So great was the heat from the ice company 
fire that the Sonnebaum Chemical company’s 
plant next door caught fire and was also de- 
stroyed. In the cellar of the chemical com- 
pany was stored many thousands of gallons 
of gasoline used in the business. 

Four of the Baltimore engines were all 
that could be spared for this fire, and, al- 
though the firemen were aware of the pres- 
ence of the gasoline and were driven back 
by the fumes of the chemicals, they fought 
gallantly and prevented an explosion. 

This fire was half a mile from the eastern 
edge of the big fire and in the heart of the 
lumber districts. Had it gotten away from 
the firemen and the gasoline exploded, East 
Baltimore might have burned all the way to 
Canton, the extreme eastern end of the city.
